Money in Sheep 


Profitableness of Sheep Raising on 
Small Farms 


An instance “of the suceess that can 
be attafied in sheep raising on small 
farms ™ Alberta is given in the case 
of Mr. H, Sykes, who has a 320-acre 
farhY some ten mile’ northeast of 
Castor, Alberta. As a beginning Mr. 
Sykes secured sixty head of sheep 
four yetrs'ago. In the two succeed- 
}ing yearsshe-raised about 100 lambs 
‘and sold seyen old ewes. At lamb- 
ioe tinf!’tis year his flock increased 

per cent, in adition to which he 
had his wool clip, which he sold on 
the co-optrative plan. With wool 
selling at more than sixty cents a 
pound and yearly wethers at from 
$12 to $13 a hundredweight, it is 
not difficult to realize how profitable 
sheep raising in Alberta is the 
emall farmer. 

This farmer runs his sheep on the 
summer-fallowed land to cut out the 
weeds. In winter he keeps them in 
good order ‘by giving them a good 
feed of prairie hay in the morning, 
with green feed in the evening, while 
during the day they pick around the 
straw stack. A shed of poles, cover- 
}ed with straw, with an open front 
serves as a protection from the wind.

Overheated Houses Mean a Waste 
of Fuel and Is Injurious 
to Health 


The fucl administrator suggests 
that as a measure of economy in 
the use of coal, Americans reduce 
the temperature of their houses at 
lcast five degrees this winter. The 
American standard of artificial. heat- 
ing is commonly said to be about 70 
degrees Fahrenheit, and this is true 
in Canada. The English standard is 
62 degrees. The complaints of Eng- 
lishmen in America of overheated 
houses and the jests of Americans in 
England at the chilliness indoors are 
well worn stories, Climatic differ- 
ences make identical heating stand- 
ards unlikely and even undesirable. 
Yet American houses are frequently 
kept too hot, and not with a temper- 
ature of 70 degrees, but 72. and-75 de- 
grees. When Mr, Garfield urges a 
general reduction of five degrees in 
the temperature of the average home 
he asks us to bear no hardship or 
even discomfort, Most medical ‘au- 
thorities would ~ enthusiastically  en- 
dorse his suggestion on grounds of 
healt alone.—New York Sun.

Boring the Channel Tunnel 

An enthusiastic United States en- 
ineer, Mr. John K. Hencken, says 
ie has a plan whereby four tunnels 
could be bored beneath the English 
Channel within thirty-five days, thus 
piactically ending the submarine 
menace, Mr. Hencken claims that 
his machine will cut through earth 
and rock at the rate of 100 feet an 
hour, In describing his machine, 
Mr. ,Hencken says it consists of a 
series of swinging hammers rotated 
at a peripheral speed of about 500 
feet a second, striking several hun- 
dred thousand blows a minute on the 
space to be excavated, and pulveriz- 
ing the material “from 5 in. in great- 
est dimension down to impalpable 
powder.”

A Booze Peril in France 


Alcohol a Danger to American Allies | 
Says Paris Editor 


At the present moment France is 
attracting the eyes of the world more 
than ever before. It is not enough 
to show. our. enthusiasm regarding | 
the English, Americans, | Italians, 
Portuguese or Russians who. are! 
dwelling among us. We must like-| 
wise watch over their moral secur- 
ity. But alcoholism menaces all in 
the same degree. The “Teddies” who 
arrive. from the United States total 
or partial prohibitionists are exposed |! 
to multiple dangers and temptations. 

The great American republic ac- 
cepts with heroism the sacrifices in 
men and in money which the war 
against the Germans may. demand. 
But let us take care! We shall com- 
mit an eyil action if her children find 
themselves exposed not only to the 
danger of being slain at the front, 
but to that of being poisoned by al- 
cohol. Many writers in the United 
States have already manifested fears 
upon this point. A few concrete 
cases would suffice to cause an out- 
burst of opinion on the other side.| 
The Germans are watching and they 
will not be slow to exploit such sen- 
timents, which are justified, indeed, 
to paralyze the gradiose impulse 
which is drawing the noble popula- 
tion of the United States towards 
the sacred cause of the allies. 

We cannot lay too much emphasis 
upon the decree issued by the Brit- 
ish military authority, January 15, 
1917, prohibiting the circulation of 
alcohol in all the French regions oc- 
cupied by the English army! And 
this “in order to respond to the de- 
clarations of civil and military au- 
thorities signalizing aleoholism as an 
obstruction to the agricultural and 
industrial production required by the 
necessites of national ~* defence.” 
Shall we wait until the American, 
foo, perhaps, shall inflict a like hu- 
miliation upon our ministers of the 
interior, of munitions, of supplies, 
and many other of their confreres?— 
From La Revue, Paris.

Huge Advertising Campaign by the 
United States Food Ad- 
ministration 


Through the co-operation ‘of ad- 
vertising companies, the treasury de- 
partment, municipal authorities and 
electric light companies, the U.S. 
food administration is, without cost, 
putting on a national outdoor adver- 


| tising campaign that is probably. the 
i biggest thing of the sort ever under- 
| taken. 


The slogan “Food Will Win 
the War—Don’t Waste It,” is being 
blazoned in every large city in the 
country on immense signs. on public 
buildings. These signs are uniform 
ig general design, in paint for day- 
time display and illuminated by elec- 


{tric light for night. 


Advertising companics have patri- 
otically contributed their resources 
without charge to install the signs. 
The treasury department has granted 
the right to use the exteriors of fed- 
eral premises in the principal cities, 
including postoffice buildings, which 
are under its charge. Mayors and 
municipal councils are permitting the 
message to be placed on city halls. 
Electric light companies are gratui- 
tously furnishing and installing the 
bulbs and supplying the power. 

Trenton, N.J., was the first city 
io furnish a space on the front of the 
municipal building. It was also at 
Trenton that the first sign was plac- 
ed on the postoffice premises. Since

Teuton Atrocities 


N. D. Hillis Returns With New 
Tales of Horror Supported by 
First Hand Evidence 


Documentary 
German atrocitics in this var far 
better established than the outrage 
of the Black Hole of Calcutta or the 
scalpings of American Indians in 
the early days, declared the Rev. Dr, 
Newell Dwight Hillis in the first of 
a series of six sermons at Plymouth 
church, Brooklyn, on impressions of 
England, Belgium and France and 
war, 

Dr. Hillis asserted that the con- 
duct of the Germans since August 
1914, proved the prophetic insight of 
Goethe, who once said: “The Prus- 
sian is naturally cruel; civilization 
will intensify that cruelty and make 
him a savage,” 

“For three years German-Ameri- 
cans have protested that the stories 
of German atrocitits were to be dis- 
believed as English inventions, Bel- 
gian lics and ‘French hypocrisies 
but that dey has zone by forever,” 
said Dr. Hillis. “On a battle line 
three hundred) miles in length, in 
whatsoever village the retceating 
Germans passed the following morn- 
ing accredited men hurried to the 
scene to make the record against the 
day of judgment, The photographs 
of dead and mutilated girls, -child- 
ren and old men tell no lies. For 
the first time in history the German 
has reduced savagery to a science; 
therefore this great war for peace 
must go on until the German cancer 
is cut clean out of the body. 

“Davs spent upon the records pre: 
served in southern Belgium, north- 
ern France or in and about Paris, 
days spent in the ruined villages of 
Alsace and Lorraine, leave one nau- 
seated, physically and mentally. 
These atrocities also were commii- 
ted, not in a mood of drunkenness, 
not in an. hour of anger but. were 
organized by a_ so-called German 
efficiency, and perpetrated on a de- 
liberate, cold,. precise, scientific pol- 
icy of German frightfulness. 

“The. Germans — slaughtered «ola 
men and matrons, ‘mutilated cap- 
tives, violated little girls; finding a 
calf skin nailed upon a barn door to 
be dried, they. nailed a babe besitle 
it and wrote beneath the word ‘zwei’ 
(two); they thrust women and child- 
ren between themselves and soldiers 
coming up to defend their native 
land; bombed and looted hospitals 
Red Cross buildings; violated the 
white’ flag—while the worst atroci- 
ties cannot even be named in this 
mixed audience. 

“When the German army in Lor- 
raine was defeated by one-half its 
number it fell northward, passing 
through French towns and villages 
where there were no Frenchmen, no 
guns, and where no shots were fired. 
During July and August we. went 
slowly. from one ruined town to an- 
other, talking with the women and 
the children, comparing the photo- 
graphs and the full official records 
made at. the time with the © state- 
ments of the poor,. wretched surviv- 
ors. ‘ 

“In Gerbevillicr, standing beside 
their graves, | studied the photo- 
graph of the bodies -of fifteen old 
men whom the Germans lined up 
and shot because. there were no 
young soldicrs to kill; heard the de- 
tailed story of a wonran: whose boy 
of fourteen, being nearest the age of 
a soldier, was first hanged on a pear 
tree in the garden and, when the of- 
ficer and soldier had left him and 
were busy setting fire to the next 
house, she cut: the rope, revived the 
strangled boy only to find the sol- 
diers had returned, and, while the 
officer held her hands behind — her 
back, his assistant poured petrol on 
the boy’s head and clothes, set fire 
to him, and while he staggered about, 
a flaming torch, they shricked with 
laughter, 

“When they had burned all the 
houses and retreated, the next morn- 
ing the prefect of Lorraine reached

‘Canada and U. S. | 
Will Protect = 


|Farmers and Sportsmen to Benefit 
Greatly by New Interna- 
tional Measures 


| The international convention for 
jthe protection of migratory birds in 
‘Canada and the United States, ratified 
jin December last, constitutes the 
most important and far-reaching 
|measure ever taken in the history of 
|bird protection. It affords the best 
jeans of ensuring not only a cessa- 
|tion of the decrease in the numbers 
) Of our migratory birds such as the in- 
sectivorous birds, the wild-fowl, wad- 
fers and sea birds, but, in many cases, 
lit assures an increase in the numbers 
jwhich have been ruthlessly depleted. | 
lt affects over 1,000 species of our | 
chief insect-eating and game birds. | 
It guarantees to the farmer the con-| 
tinued existence of the insect-eating 
birds, the most powerful and active 
allics he has in thé fight against the 
destroyers of his crops; and it guar- 
antees to the sportsmen a never-fai!- 
ing supply of ducks, geese, and other 
game birds. 

In fulfillment of its obligations un- 
der the convention, the Canadian 
government introduced the Migratory 
| Birds Convention Bill to carry out 
{the provisions of the convention, and 
| this nveasure has recently passed both 
jhouses of parliament. As soon as 
assent is given to the bill, regula- 
tions will be promulgated fixing clos- 
ed seasons. 

In the case of insectivorous birds, 
it will be unlawful to kill them or to 
take their eggs at any time of the 
year. The close seasons on ducks 
and geese will not exceed three and 
one-half months, and the dates of 
opening and closing will be fixed in 
accordance with local conditions and} 
after consultation with the proper 
authorities in the different provinces. 
On: a number of birds, such as. the 
cranes, swans, curlew and most of 
the shore birds, with the exception 
of woodcock, snipe, certain plover 
and yellowlegs, which are becoming 
greatly reduced in numbers, a close 
season of ten years will be provided. 
The wood duck and eider duck will 
also be given special protection. 
Where they are injurious to agricul- 
tural or other interests, provision 
will be made for the killing of pro- 
tected birds under special permit. 
Regulations will also be made to pro-

Immense Possibilities for Manufac- 
ture of Alcohol for Commer- 
cial Use 


The demand for Deminion prohi- 
bition of the manufacture and sale of 
liquor is growing in volume. Against 
it the old cry of “damaging business 
interests” and retarding economic 
“growth” continues to be heard. It 
is the only recourse of the whiskey 
manufacturers. 

Nevertheless if the men

were wise, they would prépare 
the inevitable change. And in 
ing it they need not lose 
either. There is a better way. 

Petroleum is badly wanted in Can- 
ada at all times. The domestic pro- 
duction is decreasing; the imports in- 
creasing. In 1916 292,000,000 gallons 
of crudé and refined petroleum yal- 
ued at 14,600,000 were imported in- 
to the Dominion. 

Why could not a large part of this 
be supplied by home-made industrial 
alcohol?

Indeed, 
it has been estimated that in 27 years 
the United States’ supply of crude 
oil from which gasoline is obtained 
will be exhausted,

tato alone: According to the Domin- 
ion horticulturist, 300: bushels of po- 
tatoes can be produced from an acre | 
of good land if the best methods are 
used, At the price of 211-2 cents a 
bushel there would be a greater pro- 
fit to the farmer than in raising 
wheat ordinarily on the prairies, Fur- 
thermore, the potatoes need not be 
sacked and can be shipped frozen.

The average yields of Canada’s 
grain ctops can be doubled in quan- 
tity ‘by the application of more care 
in seed selection, and just a_ ilttle 
more labor‘and skill in tillage. And 
what is perhaps of even greater im- 
portance than quantity, is quality of 
product. The 50 per cent. yield will 
usually be of inferior quality, so that 
the loss involved in raising the small 
or poor crop, is two-fold. The gain 
in producing the large or 100 per 
cent. yield is also two-fold—a_ gain 
not only in amount or quantity but 
also in quality and hence in enhanc- 
ed market value bushel for bushel. 
It is in the large yields that profits 
are made; the smaller yields many 
and ofttimes do incur actual loss. 
There are facts and factors making 
for success or failure which are apt 
to be ignored or overlooked, and yet 
which are of vast and vital import to 
the individual, the community and 
the nation, signally so in this time 
of shortage and of abnormal expen- 
ditures. 

The conditions that count for suc- 
cess and ultimate independence for 
the farmer are: Thoroughness and a 
fair degree of skill in his work and 
intelligent, economic management of 


his affairs.—W. J. Way.
